But remember I can do nothing after the bulbs are 
planted, as I cannot guarantee the outcome after they 
are once in the ground. 


You will receive plenty of extras and over count, and 
we wish you would state if another size would be 
accepted if we were out of the size you order, it would 
save writing you. 


The bulbs are dusted with D D T and we are State 
Inspected. 


Bulbs will not be sent C O D unless at least 50% of 
purchase price accompanies the order. And all orders 
must have a deposit with the order to hold it with 
the full amount before shipping.
